Science and Horse Breeding 


ITH a considerable measure of pride THE 

BLOOD-HORSE presents in this issue an ar- 
ticle by Dr. Dewey G. Steele, instructor in genet- 
ics at the University of Kentucky, on a much dis- 
cussed phase of Thoroughbred breeding. We are 
proud of it simply because it represents an appli- 
cation of scientific method to the problems of 
Thoroughbred breeding. 

A few years ago the Biological Laboratories at 
Cold Spring Harbor, L. I., under the direction of 
Dr. H. H. Laughlin, were given a considerable en- 
dowment by the well known breeder Walter J. 
Salmon for the same purpose—the application of 
scientific method to the problems of Thorough- 
bred breeding. A tremendous body of data was 
collected and analyzed by Dr. Laughlin and his 
assistants for the purpose of setting up probabili- 
ties upon which the breeding of race horses could 
be based. The result was, in éffect, a four- 
dimensional graph which was a delight to the 
eye of a scientist and quite inscrutable to the eye 
of a horseman. 

Dr. Laughlin’s investigation, a magnificent 
piece of research, was by far the most thorough 
application of scientific method to the problem of 
breeding race horses. Unfortunately it was al- 
most the only large-scale investigation of the sort 
ever undertaken in America, and still more un- 
fortunately it had to be discontinued because of 
the high expenses involved. No study of this sort 
can ever be called complete, and there were many 
things left to be discovered. These undiscovered 
principles and probabilities are a challenge to the 
everlasting curiosity of scientists. They can be 
drawn from the most complete and most extended 
material available anywhere in the annals of live- 
stock production. It is a matter of amazement 
that so little use of these data has been made by 
scientists in the past, and a matter of gratifica- 
tion that one qualified geneticist has taken ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to add to the sum of 
knowledge in his own field. 

Genetics is one of the youngest and least de- 
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veloped sciences. Just now it is still working out 
the elementary principles of heredity, devoting its 
attention largely to charting of single character- 
istics, linkages, cross-overs, and such other 
minutiae. But it has been concerned for some 
time with such practical problems as the im- 
provement of poultry, dairy and beef cattle, 
swine, dogs, and other domestic animals, and has 
already wrought a vast deal of good in these 
fields, especially in cases where a more or less 
simple and measurable characteristic furnished 
the problem, such as milk production, or egg-lay- 
ing capacity. The inheritance of racing class is a 
most involved study in which a great many varia- 
ble factors must be accounted for before a moder- 
ately full statement of probabilities can be set 
forth. Hence it presents a tempting field for 
scientific investigation. Beyond the study of the 
race horse lies another vast field—the adaptabil- 
ity of selected Thoroughbred breeding stock for 
the improvement of utility breeds and types. 


Because science has ignored the race horse for 
so many years the study of the Thoroughbred has 
been left largely to theorists who had no adequate 
background for such study and who came up with 
half-baked notions which, because they diverted 
attention from genuinely important considera- 
tions, have slowed up tmmeasurably the progress 
of Thoroughbred breeding. It is unfortunate that 
so much time must now be wasted in brushing 
aside these misconceptions before the important 
probiems can be approached. 

No single investigation or series of investiga- 
tions is likely to reveal any blinding new light on 
Thoroughbred breeding. Scientists have a way 
of talking to one another in language which needs 
a lot of translation before it gets into the news- 
papers. They do not make generalizations which 
lie beyond the facts at hand. They accept noth- 
ing as generality which cannot be confirmed by 
other scientists from other data. If we could 
have more of their attention directed to the Thor- 
oughbred we could begin to find answers in some 
of the places where we now find only questions.

Quarter Horse and Thoroughbred 


EAR Mr. Estes: 

Your distressed query concerning paternity 
of Peter McCue—an indubitable Thoroughbred in 
the opinion of a well known racing official who 
rode the horse in races many years ago—some- 
how reminds me that THE BLOOD-HORSE has been 
looking about from time to time for practical 
uses for the Thoroughbred. As a fact, your re- 
cent issues have been most helpful in bringing to 
light one of the principal uses to which Thorough- 
breds have been adapted in recent years. In 
short, this is the practice of using certain types 
of Thoroughbred horses either as quarter horses, 
or in the production of quarter horses. No doubt 
you are aware that there is a lively demand for 
these metamorphosed Thoroughbreds throughout 
the Southwest under the new label of quarter 
horse. 

I have had some familiarity with the quarter 
horse from the days when the uninitiated always 
referred to him as a Steel Dust and invariably 
said he was “out of so and so,”’ when he actually 
meant he was “by so and so.” 


As a breed, the quarter horse used to offer 
quite a problem in genetics. I have known good 
horses which were classified as quarter horses 
that had Percheron, Morgan, Standardbred, Gal- 
loway Pony, French Coach Horse, or Thorough- 
bred blood. Sometimes I have suspected some 
of them had several of these strains in different 
combinations. 


In recent years, however, there has been a de- 
cided trend among so-called quarter horses to be- 
come more and more like Thoroughbreds. If 
this continues for the next five years as it has 
in the past, I imagine Seabiscuit, Ariel and quite 
a few of the descendants of Sweep will be 
working their way into the quarter horse stud 
book. ... 

To illustrate the point I quote from a recent 
bulletin of the Southern Arizona Horse Breeders’ 
Association entitled ‘Notes on Quarter Horse 
Speed.” 


SHOO FLY—Breeding unknown, but shows strong 
Thoroughbred influence. 

ALEX THE GREAT—Quarter horse type by Alexan- 
der Pantages—registered Thoroughbred. 

NOBODIES’ FRIEND—Quarter horse type by Boojum. 
(Goodness gracious. ) 

CLABBER—By My Texas Dandy, which was by 
“Porte Drapeau. (This is Arizona's most highly 
prized quarter horse racer at the moment.) 

DON MANNERS—Heavy-muscled, quarter horse 
type. Registered Thoroughbred by Lovely Man- 
ners, which was by Sweep. 

BLUEBERRY HILL—By registered quarter horse Joe 
Bailey. Shows some Thoroughbred influence in 
conformation. 

RED RACER—By “Bayard II. A half-bred quarter 
horse. (That ought to make some kind of an 
eighth horse.) 

The parenthetical remarks above are not quotations 
from the bulletin.

(taken from the September, 1940, issue of the 
Cattleman) of horses at the King Ranch, which 
is reputed to produce some of the finest quarter 
horses in the country. 

One of the foundation quarter horses was 
Hickory Bill, which was by Peter McCue out of 
Lucretia M. The sire was a Thoroughbred and 
the dam nearly clean-bred. On his sire’s side 
Hickory Bill went back to *Australian, *Bonnie 
Scotland, and *Glencoe, on his dam’s side to 
*Eclipse, Lexington, and *Glencoe. To me, the 
most interesting thing about this pedigree is the 
preponderance of progenitors who were more fa- 
mous for going four miles (sometimes in heats) 
than a quarter-mile. 

This Hickory Bill was the sire of Old Sorrel, 
which was out of Dr. Rose’s Thoroughbred mare 
which was brought to Texas from Kentucky. This 
makes Old Sorrel a pretty clean-bred individual, 
and Old Sorrel, I am informed, has had quite an 
influence on the quarter horses raised on the 
King Ranch. According to the information in 
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the Cattleman Old Sorrel was bred to Thorough- 
bred mares “purchased from Sam Lazarus of 
St. Louis.”” In quoting from the same source, we 
find that ‘Realizing, too, that it would be ad- 
vantageous to use good Thoroughbred blood, Mr. 
Kleberg chose Thoroughbreds for his original 
band of mares... .” 


In looking over photographs and the pedigrees 
of present day King Ranch sires, such as Peppy, 
Macanudo, and Charro, one is impressed that 
these excellent quarter horses look more like 
Thoroughbreds, both on paper and in the flesh, 
than quite a few horses that “have papers on 
them,”’ as we quarter horse boys say. 

The outstanding producer of so-called quarter 
horses in these parts is the Greene Cattle Com- 
pany of Sonora, Mexico. It is not generally 
known, however, that the foundation stock of 
these horses came from Standardbred and Thor- 
oughbred stock which was put on the ranch when 
Colonel Greene gave up racing in the early part 
of this century. At one time Cobre Grande, a 
horse for which Colonel Greene paid $20,000, was 
the outstanding stud at this ranch. Bar None, 
by Eternal, was later at stud there. In recent 
years good individuals from Texas, which show 
a strong Thoroughbred strain in their conforma- 
tion, have been used at the headquarters in Mexi- 
co and at the San Rafael Ranch in Arizona. Due 
to the good original blood and a splendid environ- 
ment, the Greene Cattle Company has developed 
a rugged, speedy, and alert type of cow horse. 

About the only thing that will stop the Thor- 
oughbred from taking over the quarter horse 
division is the possibility that the State of Texas 
may legislate some sort of Jersey Act.

Death of J. E. Bromley, Sr.

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Are Pedigrees 
Important?

A comparison of stakes winners and samples of 
beaten Thoroughbreds.1 


N analysis of the pedigrees of stakes-winning 

and of beaten Thoroughbreds has been made 
for the years 1935, 1940", and 1941 with the pur- 
pose of learning the differences and the similari- 
ties in ancestral history of these extreme groups. 
Specifically, the following things have been de- 
termined: 


(1) the degree of inbreeding, 

(2) the relationship within each group, 

(3) the relationship between groups, 

(4) the direct relationship of each group to 

certain outstanding ancestors. 

The methods? employed in this study were de- 
veloped about twenty years ago in the U.S. D. A. 
by Dr. Sewall Wright and Dr. Hugh McPhee. In- 
dividual pedigrees were traced to 1748, the foal- 
ing date of Matchem, but complete pedigrees 
were not used because of their unwieldy nature. 
Instead, random two-line pedigrees were traced, 
in which the sire and dam head two columns or 
lines of individuals which represent successive 
generations. Individuals beyond the sire and dam 
were selected by a random method. Obviously, a 
single two-line pedigree by itself means very 
little but it has been shown quite convincingly 
that this type of sampling when used with a 
group of reasonable size is quite sufficient. In 
case a random line was traced to questionable 
paternity that pedigree was discarded. The ac- 
companying pedigree of Whirlaway illustrates the 
general form of the random two-line pedigree. 
Flat racing only was considered in this study.

This pedigree represents a chance sampling of the 
sire and dam lines back as far as 1748, foaling date of 
Matchem.

In trying to visualize what the index of in- 
breeding means think of it in this way: the 1935 
stakes winners are something like 10% more pure 
in their inheritance than would have been the 
case had no inbreeding whatever occurred since 
1748, and similarly for the other samples.

day losers of March, July, and December, and the 
corresponding Thursday losers of January, May, 
August, and October. Samples of beaten horses 
were assembled from the performance records in 
Daily Racing Form’s monthly chart books. Horses 
in last place because of refusal to run, break- 
down, or accident were not included. In such 
races the last horse actually completing the race 
was used. Former or subsequent winners of 
stakes races were also eliminated. 


Inbreeding of Stakes Winners and Non-Winners 
Each pedigree was examined to see whether its

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sire and dam lines were entirely unlike or whether 
there was some individual common to both lines. 
Individuals common to both lines are known as 
ties, and constitute evidence of inbreeding. Com- 
putation of the index of inbreeding involves the 
relative frequency of ties and is modified to some 
extent by the amount of inbreeding in the ties 
themselves. Table 1 presents the indices of in- 
breeding as found for the various samples. 

The index of inbreeding may be interpreted as 
an estimate of the increase in breeding purity 
(homozygosity) or conversely the decrease in 
breeding impurity (heterozygosity) that has oc- 
curred as a direct result of inbreeding. The 
slight differences in inbreeding between the stakes 
winners and beaten horses are of doubtful signifi- 
cance. Furthermore, the influence of only about 
8 per cent inbreeding in nearly two centuries of 
breed history is almost negligible. Selection by 
the breeder has been the only effective agent in 
fixing the standards of the Thoroughbred. 

Inbreeding in the twenty-four sires whose get 
have won a million or more in racing has been 
determined on the basis of complete five-genera- 
tion pedigrees. it is lower than that reported for 
very select samples of several other animals, see 
Table 2. 


The Relationship of Stakes Winners, of Beaten 
Horses, and the Relationship Between Stakes 
Winners and Beaten Herses. 


In order to determine the relationship within a 
group or between groups it is necessary to pair 
off individual pedigrees in a random manner and 
then observe the common ties between them. This 
was done as follows: 


(1) Individual pedigrees were first paired off 
by chance. 

(2) One line each from the paired pedigrees 
were compared for common ties, but the 
particular sire or dam lines used for com- 
parison were also selected by a random 
method. They were then marked in a dis- 
tinctive manner. 

The pedigrees were paired off the second 
time by a chance method. Lines not used 
previously were compared for common ties.

The index of relationship expressed in per cent 
is an estimate of the relative part of their inher- 
itance that individuals have in common because

The values above may be interpreted as fol- 
lows: individual stakes winners in the 1935 sam- 
ple have on the average something like 7 per cent 
of their inheritance in common because of some 
common ancestry since 1748, and similarly for 
other samples. Between-sample relationships are 
estimates of the similarity in the inheritance of 
stakes winners and beaten horses. Beaten horses 
seem to be as closely related to stakes winners as 
either of these groups are among themselves. 


of common ties in ancestry. It is a measure of 
that similarity in breeding composition which is 
the result of kinship between individuals. Its 
computation is based on the relative frequency 
of tie ancestors, but it is modified somewhat by 
the amount of inbreeding involved. 

Table 3 presents the estimates of relationship 
within stakes winners, within beaten horses, and 
between stakes winners and beaten horses. There 
are only minor differences in the various relation- 
ships within and between these groups. These 
results show that superior racing ability is not 
concentrated within one or a few bloodlines; 
otherwise, the relationship of stakes winners and 
the relationship of beaten horses would be rela- 
tively high and the relationship between stakes 
winners and beaten horses relatively low. With a 
continuation of the present practices in breeding 
no great changes in relationship are to be ex- 
pected. 


Relationship to Certain Ancestors 
In order to determine the relative influence of

For instance, it is probable that the 1935 stakes winners as a group received approxi- 


mately 3 per cent of their genes or inheritance from Domino and about 6 per cent from St. Simon, 


and similarly from other ancestors.

several of the conspicuous sires in Thoroughbred 
history the relationship of each to the stakes 
winners and beaten horses was computed. The 
index of direct relationship is an estimate of the 
percentage of genes, or that fraction of the in- 
heritance, that a given group has received from 
a particular ancestor. It is based primarily upon 
the number of occurrences of a given ancestor in 
the pedigrees, and is modified somewhat by the 
inbreeding involved. 

Table 4 presents a summary concerning the 
relative influence of certain outstanding ances- 
tors on the stakes winners and beaten horses. In 
no case is the difference of practical signifi- 
cance. Not a single one of these ancestors had a 
consistently greater influence on the stakes win- 
ners than on the beaten horses. The average in- 
fluence of Domino, Bend Or, Isonomy, Galopin, 
and Hermit on the stakes winners was greater 
than it was on the beaten horses, but the reverse 
was found for Hampton, Eclipse, Herod, and 
Matchem. St. Simon influenced both equally. 
Unlike the famous lamb that was sure to follow 
Mary, successful performance does not necessar- 
ily follow great names in pedigrees. 

Similar estimates of direct relationship to seven 
of these selected ancestors have been computed 
for the “millionaire sires’’ on the basis of com- 
plete five-generation pedigrees. For the sake of 
simplicity the familiar percentage of blood) or 
dosage figures are used for the group, see Table 


5. Obviously, the five-generation pedigrees did 
not extend as far as Eclipse, Herod, or Matchem. 
It is interesting to observe that Wise Counsellor 
did not have as an ancestor any of the sires in the 
arbitrary list, and that some others were also 
“deficient” in this royal blood. 


General Summary 

Breeding analyses of stakes winners, beaten 
horses, and “millionaire sires’’ reveal that Thor- 
oughbred breeders have made limited use of in- 
breeding, and that the genetic constitution of the 
breed has been modified only slightly by the prac- 
tice. Selection has been more effective than in- 
breeding in fixing the standards of the breed. On 
the basis of experimental evidence now available 
there is little to indicate that intense inbreeding 
can be employed to much advantage in the pro- 
duction of Thoroughbreds which require the ut- 
most in stamina and vigor. The prejudice against 
inbreeding is very decided. 

Similar studies by a Scotch investigator, Mr. 
Calder, on the Clydesdale revealed that inbreed- 
ing rose from approximately zero in 1865 to 6.2 
per cent in 1925. There was very little inbreed- 
ing in the formative period of this breed, but on 
the basis of the amount of inbreeding per genera- 
tion Clydesdales are a little more highly inbred 
than Thoroughbreds. Selection and some line- 
5. 50 per cent for a parent, 25 per cent for a grand- 
parent, 12.5 per cent for a great-grandparent, etc. 
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breeding have molded Clydesdales into a breed of 
very considerable uniformity. 

The American Saddle Horse has been studied 
by Dr. James Bywaters and Mr. Horace N. Davis, 
Jr. (unpublished data, Ky. Agric. Exper. Sta.). 
They observed 3.9 per cent inbreeding in the 1931 
general sample (400), 2.5 per cent in the 1935 
sample (400); and 4 per cent in their show sam- 
ple (200). On the basis of the number of genera- 
tions involved in their pedigrees back to founda- 
tion stock the results are not greatly different 
from those found in Thoroughbreds. 


That Thoroughbreds still have considerable 
genetic variability in spite of long selection and 
some inbreeding is clearly evident from general 
observation and more precisely from Dr. Laugh- 
lin’s study concerned with the inheritance of rac- 
ing ability. Whether this breed is more, or less, 
uniform than other well established breeds of 
livestock is a matter of conjecture because of 
difficulties in comparing breeds. But, on the 
basis that “money talks” it would appear that 
the oldest (on the basis of registration) of our 
pure breeds is far from pure for that complex 
character, racing ability. 

Relationships within the groups of stakes win- 
ners and within the groups of beaten horses are 
relatively low and there is no indication that well 
defined families or lines are being formed. Stakes 
winners are only slightly more homogenous than 
the beaten horses. However, it is important to 
cite the observation of J. A. Estes that the mat- 
ing of stakes winners is far more productive of 
stakes-winning progeny than the mating of 
stakes winners with non-stakes winners, or the 
mating of non-stakes winners with non-stakes 
winners. Even granting the fact that some su- 
perior performers apparently fail to transmit their 
own racing class there is little hope of improving 
or even maintaining present standards of per- 
formance unless selection of breeders is made on 
the basis of performance rather than pedigree. 
It is also clearly evident from inheritance studies 
on other animals that progress is very slow when 
selection is limited largely to one parent or to one 
sex. Unfortunately, some of the practices in 
American racing limit the testing of fillies, for 
which the entire breed suffers. 

Differences in relationship of stakes winners 
and beaten horses to certain outstanding ances- 
tors are not of great magnitude. Whether these 
differences have practical significance is open to 
question. These particular findings should be 
given special consideration by the devotees of 
Colonel Vuillier. Since the two extreme groups 
in recent American racing have practically the 
same dosage of outstanding ancestors it is fitting 
to inquire of these devotees, what is the merit of 
paying further attention to the widely known but 
vaguely understood Vuillier theory ? 

Another “hang-over,”’ this one associated with 
the names of Bruce Lowe and William Allison, 
has been given admirable treatment in recent 
months by Editor Estes. All that needs to be 
stated, or restated, now is that any attempt to 
appraise the racing ability or breeding potentiali- 
ties of a Thoroughbred according to the tap-root 
female ancestor is preposterous. It is complete- 
ly at variance with what is now known regarding 
the transmission of hereditary traits. The Bruce 
Lowe system has superficial conveniences in 
classification, but as equine biology it is absolute- 
ly unsound. Fortunately, it has been dislodged 
from its pinnacle of prestige. 

Tail-male lines have more than passing interest 
to many horsemen, but actually they have no 
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special significance. The familiar tables show- 
ing the percentage of stakes (and sometimes 
other) winners in the Eclipse, Herod, and Match- 
em lines may give a false idea, unintentionally 
of course, concerning the relative influence of 
these three famous ancestors. To be specific, the 
1942 supplement to THE BLOOD-HORSE summarized 
the male lines of stakes winners for a 13-year 
period, 1929 to 1941 inclusive, as follows: Eclipse 
78 per cent, Herod 7 per cent, and Matchem 15 
per cent. On the basis of the present study these 
three stallions have contributed something like 
the following proportion of genes to present-day 
American Thoroughbreds: Eclipse 11 or 12 per 
cent, Herod 17 or 18 per cent, and Matchem 5 or 
6 per cent. This latter method gives a far more 
accurate picture of the relative influence of these 
ancestors than do the conventional tabulations of 
the three male lines. Whether an individual 
traces to Herod by the tail-male line rather than 
by some other line makes no fundamental differ- 
ence with reference to the possible influence of 
that ancestor. 

The important fact to bear in mind about pedi- 
grees is that the relative influence of an ancestor 
decreases quickly as the number of generations 
increases between that ancestor and any individ- 
ual. Therefore, in the evaluation of pedigrees 
there is little gained by paying serious attention 
to ancestors, famous or otherwise, beyond the 
second generation or at most beyond the third. 
Reference once more to the results shown in 
Table 4 should clarify this assertion. 

A factor of importance in Thoroughbred breed- 
ing is that it seems to be good sales policy for 
the breeder to keep his stock related to as many 
of the current favorites as possible. 


Conclusicns 


1. Comparisons between stakes winners and 
beaten horses with reference to inbreeding, rela- 
tionship within each group, and relationship of 
each group to an arbitrary list of ancestors reveal 
that there are only minor ancestral differences 
between stakes winners and beaten horses. 

2. Current breeding practices in Thorough- 
breds are similar to those reported for other 
classes of farm animals. The “mating of the best 
to the best” is widely practiced in all of them. 

3. Performance is the only adequate basis of 
selection through which improvement or even 
maintenance of present standards may be ex- 
pected. 

4. Pedigrees should be judged primarily on the 
basis of ancestors in the first and second genera- 
tions, and individuals beyond the third genera- 
tion may for all practical purposes be ignored. 

5. There is no evidence that the tail-female 
line or any other line exercises an hereditary in- 
fluence greater than would be expected on a pure- 
ly chance basis.

MARYLAND 


Laurel Park, Pimlico 


AUREL PARK, located midway between 

Washington and Baltimore, completed its 
25-day meeting on October 27. The meeting was 
successful, with the daily average betting turn- 
over 8 per cent above that of 1941, $399,562 com- 
pared with $368,611 for last year. Omitting the 
receipts of October 24, when the day was devot- 
ed to raising money for Army and Navy relief, 
the average would be down, for that was the 
track’s biggest day. 

Following the Laurel Park meeting Pimlico 
opened its gates the next day and began its 
stakes-a-day program. The Baltimore course is 
less bothered by transportation difficulties than 
any other track in the East, as it is located in 
the city, a situation which until now was con- 
sidered a disadvantage. Opening day had been 
selected to provide Pimlico’s contribution to the 
war effort, but the scratching of Alsab, leaving 
Whirlaway with a walk-over in the Special, 
caused officials of the track to change war relief 
day to October 31, the date of the Pimlico Fu- 
turity. Some 15,000 race-goers journeyed to 
Pimlico to see Count Fleet whip Occupation and 
they left $45,603.67 for the coffers of the Army 
Emergency Relief. 

Elkridge won the Battleship Steeplechase 
Handicap on the first day, November 2, of the 
only full week of racing at Pimlico, and Whirl- 
away and Riverland were entered for the Riggs 
Handicap on Election Day. Only Maryland- 
breds are eligible for the $2,500 Heiser Handicap 
on November 4, and on the next three days the 
Sagamore and Ritchie Handicaps and Grayson 
Stakes will be run. The meeting ends on Armis- 
tice Day and Bowie opens next day. 


Whirlaway Solitaire 


For the first four runnings of the Pimlico Spe- 
cial ($10,000, weight-for-age, 134, miles) at Pim- 
lico horses could start only with an invitation 
from the track officials. Three excellent races 
were the result of hand-picking the entries and 
the race developed into an important factor in 
naming the “horse of the year.” Last year Pim- 
lico officials named 24 races ahead of time and 
announced that the winners of these contests 
would be invited. Top-class Market Wise met a 
less distinguished Haltal, but a close and exciting 
race developed. This year the same policy was 
pursued, but with only 20 races providing stepping 
stones for an invitation. Ten horses were eligible, 
but three days before the Special was to be run 
on October 28, only two were still among the 
probable starters, Alsab and Whirlaway. The 
next day Alsab was declared out in favor of the 
more valuable Westchester Handicap and Calu- 
met Farm’s Whirlaway was left with no opposi- 
tion. The *Blenheim II 4-year-old colt was 
greeted by cheers from the crowd when he first 
appeared. He retired briefly to the paddock and 
then accompanied by his own lead pony and two 
outriders, he jogged to the starting post. He 
covered the distance, breezing, in :27%4, :5514, 
1:2035, 1:4645, 2:05%, track fast. 

The victory added another $10,000 to Whirl- 
away’s rapidly growing world’s money-winning 
record which stands now at $538,336. He has 
started 55 times, won 30 races, finished second 14 
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times, third eight times, and has been unplaced 
only three times. Particulars of his pedigree ap- 
peared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of May 2, page 681. 

The 1942 Pimlico Special was the first walk- 
over since the Belair Stud entry of *Isolater and 
Fenelon were the lone starters in the 1940 Sara- 
toga Cup, a race won by *Isolater in a jog. It 
was the first walkover in a Maryland race since 
Harry Bassett’s 1871 Dixie Handicap, also at 
Pimlico. 


Bright Gallant's Breeze 


The first two runnings of the Exterminator 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, two 
miles and 70 yards) were only secondary attrac- 
tions on the opening day programs at Pimlico to 
the Special. This year, however, with the Special 
a one-horse race, the Exterminator was the top 
event as far as bettors were concerned. Five 
horses went postward and the favorite was Isidor 
Bieber’s Bright Gallant (115), at even money. 
Bright Gallant, which had previously shown abil- 
ity to win distance races by going to the front and 
staying there, repeated his tactics. The *Sir 
Gallahad III 4-year-old opened up an early lead 
of three lengths without any pressure from Jock- 
ey Wendell Eads, continued to set the pace with- 
out any threat, and won by three lengths from 
H. L. Straus’ Skirmish (110). Miss Helen Hick- 
man’s Aonbarr (118) was another three lengths 
farther back in third place. In order followed 
Equitable (104) and Prince Govans (3, 98). 
Time, :25%, :51%, 1:18, 1:443%, 2:11, 2:36%, 
3:01%5, 3:2715, 3:3144, track fast. Stakes divi- 
sion, $4,030, $1,000, $500, $250.

This year has been by far Bright Gallant’s best 
season. He has won three times as much money 
in 1942 as in both of his first two years of rac- 
ing, and the Exterminator was his first stakes 
victory. He has started 40 times, won 11 races 
(nine of them this year), finished second 10 
times, third twice, and has earned $26,260 ($19,- 
660 this year). His only previous stakes placing 
was in the 1941 Peter Pan Handicap, in which he 
ran second to Robert Morris. 


Bright Gallant was foaled at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., April 26, 1938. He 
was sold privately to Leigh Taliaferro and did all 
his racing under the Oklahoman’s ownership un- 
til September 12, 1942, when he was claimed out 
of a race at Aqueduct by his present owner for 
$3,000.

Lady Baltimore Handicap 


In its fall meeting Pimlico offers one stakes 
race restricted to fillies and mares, the Lady 
Baltimore Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, fillies and mares, 114, miles). The sixth 
running of the stakes, on October 29, drew five 
starters. One of them, Lt. Col. Gustave Ring’s 
Night Glow (102), had won the Lady Baltimore 
last year in an upset, and once again the crowd 
at Pimlico held her chance of victory to be slight. 
This time they were right, not only in picking her 
as a loser but in selecting the winner, Houghton

NEW YORK 
Empire City 


HERE was no evidence of decrease in the 

class of horses, interest, or amount of money 
in circulation as the regular New York racing 
season drew to a close with its last full week 
of racing at Empire City. Instead, race-goers 
were still piling up new records at the Yonkers 
track. On the last day of October, 27,169 per- 
sons packed the track to set a new Empire City 
betting record of $1,737,373. They also set a 
new world’s record for the daily double by wag- 
ering $95,572 on the combination bet, $1,564 more 
than the record set at Belmont Park last Me- 
morial Day. They set a new record for betting 
on one race at the track by pushing $306,404 
through the machines before the Westchester 
Handicap. For the first eight days of the 12-day 
meeting the crowd bet an average of $1,067,996 
a day. 

The Westchester Handicap, the last rich hand- 
icap of the season in the country, attracted the 
top performers still active, except Whirlaway. 
The crowd witnessed an unusual sight in the 
feature race—Alsab being outrun by another 
horse in the stretch. Alsab had entered the 
stretch along with Riverland at the tag-end of 
the field and in the final sprint lost to the 
Coldstream 4-year-old. Riverland’s connections 
said before the race, ‘‘We don’t know how good 
this horse is; he might beat Whirlaway.” Sec- 
ondary to the Westchester was the Autumn 
Day Stakes in which Wheatley Stable’s half- 
sister to Merry Lassie, Navigating, won by slim 
margin from Good Morning, which had started 
badly. 

The Empire City 12-day meeting will come 
to an end November 4 and on the following day 
the horses will move back to Belmont Park for 
a week of racing for Army and Navy relief so- 
cieties and allied charities. The Victory meet- 
ing will run through November 12 and will be 
followed by two more days of racing at Belmont 
Park, the United Hunts Racing Association’s an- 
nual event. The racing season will end in New 
York on November 14. 


Good Morning's Good Second 


The first 12 runnings of the Autumn Day 
Stakes at Empire City drew fields of only fair 
class. In 1936 the race, for the first time, was 
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limited to fillies, and since then it has attracted 
some of the best of the sex, including Draw- 
bridge, Miyako, Ciencia, Small World, Level Best, 
Planetoid, Smart Crack, and Merry Lassie. For 
the nineteenth Autumn Day Stakes ($7,500 add- 
ed, 2-year-old fillies, 5 furlongs) at Empire City 
October 31, eight fillies started. Among them 
were the Matron Stakes winner Good Morning 
(118), owned by Falaise Stable; the top New 
England 2-year-old filly Medid (114), owned by 
Harry Barnett and winner of the Salem and 
Wannamoisett Stakes; and Anthony Pelleteri’s 
La Reigh (119), winner of the Adirondack Hand- 
icap. Good Morning was virtually left at the 
post, but instead of letting her take it easy 
Jockey Alfred Robertson set sail for the field, 
which was headed by Medid with Wheatley 
Stable’s good Hard Tack filly Navigating (114) 
right behind her.

Still Short of a Goal 


One of the hottest rivalries to develop in recent 
years is the one between Calumet Farm’s Whirl- 
away and Mrs. Albert Sabath’s Alsab. The two 
were to meet for the fourth time in the Pimlico 
Special on October 28, but three days before the 
race Alsab was declared out. One of the princi- 
pal reasons for his withdrawal, as stated by Mr. 
Sabath, was that the 3-year-old needed $14,000 to 
become the leading money-winner of the year 
and the Special provided only $10,000 to the win- 


ner. So he was reserved for the richer West- 
chester Handicap ($25,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 134g miles) at Empire City on October 31. 

The Good Goods colt had plenty of opposition 
in this attempt to top the 1942 money-gleaners. 
According to the betting principal contention 
would be from such horses as Louisiana Farm’s 
Riverland (114) and T. H. Heard, Jr.’s Boysy 
(114). To these and the other five horses in the 
race Alsab had to give from 12 to 23 pounds by 
scale. Nevertheless he was made a nearly even- 
money favorite. 

Mrs. Tilyou Christopher’s Doublrab (109) went 
to the front at the start, followed by A. J. Sack- 
ett’s Tola Rose (108) with Belair Stud’s Trier- 
arch (3, 102) in third place. Alsab was running 
well back and alongside of him was Riverland, 
whose jockey, Alfred Robertson, was apparently 
ignoring the others and sticking close to the 
favorite. Doublrab continued to set the pace 
down the back stretch, and Tola Rose, under re- 
straint, was nearly two lengths behind, with 
Trierarch still third. As pace quickened on the 
far turn Trierarch dropped out of it and Tola 
Rose was sent after Doublrab. As Jockey Car- 
roll Bierman began his move with Alsab, Robert- 
son moved along with him on Riverland. At the 
furlong-pole they were running fourth and fifth, 
with Riverland slightly ahead and on the outside, 
while at the front end Tola Rose had disposed of 
Doublrab and Boysy was third. Robertson pushed 
Riverland and caught Tola Rose near the finish 
to win by a neck. Alsab, unable to find racing 
room, finished third, a neck behind Tola Rose. In 
order followed Boysy, Doublrab, The Rhymer 
(107), Trierarch, and Marriage (118). Time, 
12414, :4846, 1:12%, 1:3746, 1:4946, 1:563¢, track 
fast.

Riverland’s unusual record of finishing first in 
eight consecutive starts, in which he was dis- 
qualified in two of them, was broken on October 
24 in the Washington Handicap when hé finished 
third to Whirlaway, beaten two and a half 
lengths. In that race he was getting 12 pounds 
from Whirlaway while in the Westchester Handi- 
cap he was getting 16 pounds, by scale, from Al- 
sab. In two seasons (he did not race at two) 
Riverland has started 19 times, won 10 races, 
finished second twice, third twice, and has earned 
$45,750. Particulars of his pedigree appeared in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE of September 19, page 386. 


Victory Meeting 


At a seven-day meeting to be held at Bel- 
mont Park from November 5 through November 
12 the five metropolitan tracks will cooperate to 
provide an additional contribution to war relief. 
On Tuesday, November 3, it was announced, 
however, that one of the principal attractions, 
the $10,000 Two-Year-Old Victory Sweepstakes, 
would not be run. John Marsch, owner of Occu- 
pation, telegraphed that his colt would not be 
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able to start in the event; the colt had popped 
an osselet and was being retired for the season. 
One of the conditions of the race was “Occupa- 
tion and Count Fleet to be named or the race 
may be declared off.” 

No announcement has been made concerning 
the status of the other special event, the 114-mile, 
weight-for-age Victory Sweepstakes, which in- 
cluded the condition: “Two of the three horses 
named below to start or the race may be declar- 
ed off: Alsab, Shut Out, and Whirlaway.”’ How- 
ever, Alsab is on the scene, racing at Empire 
City, and Warren Wright has stated that Whirl- 
away will start. Shut Out is out of training. 

According to the condition book released re- 
cently a minimum purse of $1,500 will be ob- 
served. There will also be several $2,000 and 
$2,500 races run during the meeting. 

The American Totalisator Company has an- 
nounced that it would donate $500 a day for the 
seven-day meeting. Further contributions will 
come from the Turf Employes Association, which 
announced that each of its nearly 500 members 
would contribute a day’s pay. This will amount 
to about $5,000. 

Beneficiaries of the racing’s Victory meeting 
are the Army and Navy relief societies, the 
American Women’s Volunteer Service, United 
Seamen, U. S. O., and United Hospitals. 


Meade, Wright, Lindberg Down 


The stewards of The Jockey Club at a meeting 
on October 29 at Empire City announced that 
Jockeys Don Meade, Wayne D. Wright, and Herb 
Lindberg are suspended through December 31. 
Wright was suspended for grabbing the saddle 
cloth of Boysy while riding Riverland in the Con- 
tinental Handicap at Jamaica and Meade and 
Lindberg were grounded for acting “in col- 
lusion”’ in the Correction Handicap, also at Ja- 
maica. The stewards who attended the meeting 
were Chairman William Woodward, A. H. Mor- 
ris, Joseph E. Davis, Robert Fairbairn, George 
D. Widener, and George H. Bull. Ashley Cole, 
new member of the New York Racing Commis- 
sion, also attended. 


United Hunts Plans 


The two-day meeting of the United Hunts Rac- 
ing Association which will be held at Belmont 
Park on November 13 and 14, after the Victory 
Meeting, will distribute $28,500 to horsemen. It 
is the largest sum ever offered at a United Hunts 
meeting, it was announced by President Lewis E. 
Waring, of the association. Eight races will be 
run daily, including two steeplechases. Minimum 
purses will be $1,500. The most valuable race 
will be the $3,000 Temple Gwathmey Memorial 
Steeplechase Handicap.

N estimated $130,000 was realized for war

The regular 13-day Churchill Downs meeting 
began under the same unfavorable weather con- 
ditions on Saturday, October 31, when the prin- 
cipal attraction, the Autumn Stakes, resulted in 
Oklahoma-bred Gold Princess beating Kansas- 
bred Signator and Kentucky-bred Miss Dogwood 
to pay $87 for $2. 

Two stakes will be run at Churchill 
this week. On Wednesday, November 4, the 
Falls City Handicap will bring together fillies 
and mares for a one-mile race. Brownell Combs’ 
Miss Dogwood is the leading candidate for this 
$2,500 event. On November 7 the Cherokee Park 
Handicap, at 11,g miles, will be run.

Longshot From Oklahoma 


In the overnight Myrtlewood Purse run at Haw- 
thorne on September 19 Brownell Combs’ Miss 
Dogwood beat Woolford Farm’s Signator a half- 
length. Signator became sick after the race and 
did not race again until October 31 when he met 
Miss Dogwood in the Autumn Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) at 
Churchill Downs. The daughter of *Bull Dog 
and Myrtlewood was made the favorite at 3 to 2 
and Signator was second choice at 14 to 5. The 
other starter in the race which was figured to 
have a good chance was A. C. Ernst’s Alohort

Miss Dogwood, however, went 
wide, carried Signator along with her, and al- 
lowed Mrs. M. M. Johr’s Bill G. (104) to sneak 
through on the inside. The latter had the lead at 
the furlong-pole then tired and dropped out of it.

Kanawha Park Closes 


HE Kanawha Jockey Club, 10 miles west of 

Charleston, opened its meeting on October 28, 
completed its first Saturday program, October 
31, canceled the remainder of its 19-day meet- 
ing, left the owners of the horses assembled 
there with less than a fourth the number of $400 
purses they had come to win. 

In the northern part of West Virginia plans 
were announced for the Charles Town’ winter 
meeting which will start December 1 and run 
through December 19. Because of transporta- 
tion difficulties the officials of the track an- 
nounced that the track will pay purses accord- 
ing to what it makes. The December, 1941, 
meeting will be the index. If the meeting equals 
that of last year the same purses will be in 
effect and any increase or decrease in the asso- 
ciation’s income will show proportionately in the 
amount of purses to horsemen. The track is 50 
miles from Washington and 75 from Baltimore, 
the two cities which, in normal times, provide the 
greater part of the track’s patronage.

Death of E. S. Tattersall 


Edmund Somerville Tattersall, senior partner 
in the English auctioneering firm of Tattersall’s, 
died recently in London at the age of 79.

ARMY HORSE SITUATION 


The following bulletin was issued under date 
of October 15 by Major A. A. Cederwald, of the 
American Remount Association. 


S is probably well known, no remounts for 

the Army are likely to be purchased this 
calendar year, so far as can be foreseen now. 
This is apparently due to the necessity for motor- 
izing certain organizations that were originally 
scheduled to be horsed, thus rendering a consider- 
able number of horses available for replacements, 


From the standpoint of the horse breeder, this 
situation, though unavoidable, is, of course, re- 
grettable, although it is our understanding that 
the surplus horses are being gradually absorbed 
by issues. When wholly absorbed, it seems rea- 
sonable to assume that the question of procuring 
additional replacements is likely to come up for 
consideration. 

Be that as it may, and however uncertain the 
situation may appear at present, this Association 
remains firm in the belief—and this belief is 
shared by many—that, before this war is ended, 
all of our resources, including horses, must be 
utilize. to the fullest extent. 

As having an important bearing on the general 
subject matter of this discussion, it may be added 
that a careful analysis of the “Hearings,” on the 
bill making appropriations for the Military Estab- 
lishment for the current fiscal year, as developed 
in a colloquy between Hon. Francis Case of South 
Dakota, in his capacity as a member of the 
House Appropriations Committee, and certain 
War Department representatives, indicates the 
following: 

1. That it is the intention to maintain, at 

least, the present strength of animals in 
the Army, aggregating nearly 37,000. 

2. That to maintain this number of animals 
will require a considerable procurement of 
remounts each year, even if no additional 
mounted units were to be organized. 

3. That breeders who have patronized Re- 
mount stallions and who are raising horses, 
in anticipation that they may find a mar- 
ket with the Army, can go ahead with the 
assurance that there is a potential and 
possible market for their stock. 

4. That, as in previous years, it is the inten- 
tion to maintain 700 Remount stallions in 
service. 

5. That the importance of maintaining horsed 
Cavalry has not been overlooked by re- 
sponsible authorities. 

In view of the foregoing, it is the opinion of 

this Association that horse breeders should not 
be too disturbed over the outlook for the future.
